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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions/Status 

Applicant's election of SEQ ID NO: 159 in the reply filed 2/25/08 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Also acknowledged are Applicant's Amendments to the claims. With entry of the 
Amendment, claims 25, 26, 29, 30, and 35-38 are pending. Applicant's amendment to 
claim 30, deleting references to all previously recited SEQ ID NOs except SEQ ID 
NO:6821380 is considered to represent constructive election of SEQ ID NO:6821380. 

Sequence listing — Notice to Comply 

While the previous Action, mailed 1/24/08, stated the objection to the disclosure 
because of an invalid sequence listing had been withdrawn, the Examiner has been 
informed by the Office's Electronic Information Center, which uploads sequence listings 
into the Supplemental Complex Repository for Examiners (SCORE), that the computer 
readable form (CRF) of the sequence listing submitted by Applicant on 12/3/07 is 
defective because the sequence listing does not comply with 37 CFR 1.824(a)(1), which 
states "The computer readable form shall contain a single "Sequence Listing" as either a 
diskette, series of diskettes, or other permissible media outlined in paragraph (c) of this 
section." (underline added). 

In the instant case, the CRF submitted by Applicant on 12/3/07 comprises 63 
separate files spread over 3 CDs. See CRF Problem Report, attached herewith. Pursuant 
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to 37 CFR 1.824(a)(1), the CRF must be a single file, though the file may span multiple 
disks. 

Thus, this application, which contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed 
by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 
1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2), remains non-compliant with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 
through 1.825. 

Correction is required before examination on the merits can begin. 

Applicant is given ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from 
the mailing date of this letter within which to comply with the sequence rules, 37 CFR 
1.821 - 1.825. Failure to comply with these requirements will result in 
ABANDONMENT of the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). Extensions of time may be 
obtained by filing a petition accompanied by the extension fee under the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.136(a). In no case may an applicant extend the period for reply beyond the SIX 
MONTH statutory period. Direct the reply to the undersigned. Applicant is requested to 
return a copy of the attached Notice to Comply with the reply.
